standard oltained was not a high one. 

Arithmetic-—Form VI. A papér of con- 
siderable difficulty was vory well dono, no 
boy yaining less than 65 per cent, of full 
marks aponit. 

Form V. Were the avorago work would 
have beon very aatia‘actory, but. for ono or 
two iather bid failures, Ono boy in par- 
ticular did a very yood paper, The chief 
weakness shewn wus in tho explanation of 
decimala 

“The work of Form 1V varied » ood deal, 
one or two papera being hilly ratisfactory, 
white some others were very feeble. Vulgar 
Fractions saomed chiefly to need attention. 

Alyebra,—Form VL A paper extending 
to Qundratica and the Sanmation ¢f Series 
was moderatuly well donc. The elementary 
parts of the subject seemed thoruughiy well 
understood and the work was generally 
caref |, but what I thonght chietly necded 
waa practice in fuctorisitg end a wider ox- 
perionce of equations. 

Form V. Several made; good attempts 
at tho easier qucations act, {including the 
extraction of the squara rvat), but the paper 
aso wholo proved suther tov dificult. 

Form IV, Elementary questions’ were 
fairly woll answered by a majority of tho 
class. 

Euclid, —Form V1 (Books L-IV). Three 
boys gained over half marks. The proposi- 
tions of Books I and II wero, asa rule, 
correctly written out in very'{goudjetyle, 
but those of Books II and IV were not s0 
well known. 

In Form V there were two satisfactory 


papora, thangh no Riders were attempted. 
Tn Form IV the defuitions were modo- 
rately good, but only one boy showed any 
satisfactory acquaintance with tho propost- 
tien 

Mensuration.~ Three boys of Form VI 
took a paper on this subject. The simpler 
questions were satiefxcturily answered, but 
these on land-surveying and the higher 
parts of the su'ject were not attempted. 

Latin, Form VI The one boy in this 
class whu tuck up the subject was evident- 
ly a beginner, who found the syntax and 
irregular verbs boyond hia reach, Tho 
translation however frown Crosar he did 
remarkably well and proved himself suund 
in elementary accidence. ‘> 

Forma V and 1Y. ‘bis was a vory poor 
subject in both these classes. Tho docien- 
sions were pot satisfactory and the verbs 
were very faulty. Composition wes scarccly 
att: mpted. 

French.—Form V, The work was anoven 
and generally poor. Little seomed known 
of the French verb, few jtioms were cur- 
rectly given, either in French or English, 
and much confusion was shewn in writing 
out the cardinal and ordinal numbers. 

SUMMARY. 

Tho work«f form Vi pleased me very 
much. Some of it was excellent and showed 
b distinct xdvance on that of last year. The 
two lower forms naturally shewed a certsin 
amount of weakness, which I have not 
hesitated to point ont; but, on the other 
hand, they both contained some very pro- 
mising pupils.

Bishop Burdon snid—It ia my duty to 
give the results of another examination. 
I am sorry to say that it is not quite an 
satisfactory as tho Cambridge Syndicate 
examination, The report which has just 
been read gues to work in a very different 
tuuy from what the Government Grantin- 
Aid examination docs here. It is satisfac 
tory, I think, to get both reports, We 
do not get too discouraged when we find 
thy failures ore moré thon we expecied 
and we get some stimulus ta try and do 
better when we Gind that bad work is point- 
ed out. ‘Ihe boys will remember that last 
year L pointed vut the d ficulty that yuo 
hud and the great care thut you ought to 
show in going through that examination. 
The vory fact that you have to do that 
examination—that is the elder buys—haa 
pobaps rather a tendency to make you 
careless with reference to elementary sut.- 
jects, and I urged you to bo exceedingly 
careful in your arithmetic and algebra. 
Now I find thia ycar that greatet care was 
naod and that the answers were worked out 
but in some cases the work was not car- 
ried out, the answer only being given. 
Strange to say oue of the twa subjects in 
which the chief failures occurred is the one 
gu emphatically praised in the report we 
have just heard, that of grammar. Out of 
18 boys that were examined in grammar 9 
failed. Some of them were bad failures, 
and T think almost all might bure been 
prevented with a little care. a boy must 
remember that he is thrown upun himself. 
His teacher cannot be at bis elbow all the 
time. He can teach him accurately ond 
carefully and work very hard in teaching 
him and yet fail if the boy himself doea 
pot apply himself. Grammar aud dictation 
were the two subjecla where the failures, 
chiefly occurred. The only. other ‘subject 
in which there ie failure is geography, in 


which three failed. ‘There was only one} 


failure in arithmetic. Whether it is from 
the way in which the examination is 
conducted that there was this great dif- 
ferer cs between ‘the two reports, I can- 
pot pay, but. the fact is as-I stated, and 
therefore it should make you very careful 
in attending to the details and the elemen- 
tary part of grammar, With reference to 
the gxuminations, it is important for us as 
having charge of the school and being in- 
terested in it, many of us having children 
at it, to observe that there is a difference in 
Fthe very ubject of the two examinations 
One tries and marks ond gives ‘prizes for 
all the good work done, the other sputs the 
pad work. -A boy will get perhaps 80 marks 
for a paper which would be a failute in the 
Government examination, where two mis- 
takes in -one'paper gives a failure to that 
. Itisa simple and very elementary 
per and the mistakes ought not to be there 
apd being there you are punished for it. 
Bo that perhaps the result,of the examina- 


tion doca not speak so much against the 
school as it.might seem at first sight, The 
fact aa regards these two examinations 
‘seaman to be then that one brings out-what 
aw kuow and ths other what you don't 
hiow, gnd if you are not careful your ig-

Jt is that, knowing bow ob- 
noxious these socielies are to the Chinese 
Government itself, any policy which por- 
mila them to fluurish tnchailenged here 
caunat bo conatrood by the Chinese Guvern- 
went inany but an untriendly light, and 
unght, as Sir Col Smith  romarke, 
even ot octusion form the subject 
vf diplomatic remoustrauce, Aa Ww 
the end in view to be gained by 
the propused Ordinance there will be no 
digzayreement. Where differences of opiniun 
may be expectud will be in the discussion as 
to how a proper machinery is tu be formed 
and worked for the suppreasiun of the Socie- 
ties, On that point it will be well to suapend 
judgment for the present, although in sume 
observations formerly made upon this sub- 
ject in these columns notice was taken of the 
painfully stonder means our officiuls have of 
influencing the Chinese directly, outside of 
the Protectorate. It is something however 
to know that there will be no ‘rush’ over 
this question, s question unparalleled in 
magultude as far as this Colony is concerned.

Whatever ba 
the methods used, and on these opinion can. 
not now be expressed, it is at all avents to 
be noted that tha Governor, with ali bis wide 
personal knowledge, would hurdly have ven- 
tured tv touch this difficult question anless 
he was curvineed that it was his duty, and 
was confident he saw his way to its success- 
fal treatment.—Free Press. ,
